This  new  and  beautiful  race  of  Gladiolius  bas  been  produced  by 
crossing1  the  fine  yellow  species  Primulinus  or  Maid  of  the  Mist  of  South 
Africa  with  older  existing1  strains.  They  are  distinguished  for  the 
varied  and  beautiful  tints  of  pink  combined  with  yellow,  orange  and 
saffron  colors,  graceful  slender  stems  and  airily  poised  flowers.  Many 
are  beautifully  ruffled  and  hooded  and  of  varying  butterfly  and  orchid- 
like forms. 

I consider  the  Kunderdii  the  best  of  all  Primulinus  Hybreds  so  far 
produced.  No  others  are  like  them.
